Another Christmas will soon dawn 
upon us. Many of us have lived to see 
many of these glad, happy Christmas 
days and no doubt the joy and gladness 
that it brings has been intensified, and 
we see more and more the great blessings 
and benefits derived from the birth of 
this Holy Child. 

Right at the time this proclamation 
was issued by Caesar Augustus for all to 
be taxed, every one had to return te 
his place of birth, his home town to 
be taxed, Joseph and Mary took a long 
journey to Bethlehem. We can see them 
as they plan the trip. Joseph did not 
want to go without Mary and Mary felt 
that it was hardly possible for her to 
make the trip. Somehow God moved upon 
them and they decided to make the trip 
together. Joseph placed Mary on his mule 
and led the animal over the hills and 
through the valleys. No doubt they en- 
joyed the many places of interest as they 
traveled along. Soon a great company had 
gathered together, coming in from the 
different roads leading toward Jerusalem. 
They passed the place of Gideon’s great 
victory and there on the river banks, no 
doubt, they camped. Possibly the evening 
was spent in the discussion of the great 
victories God gave His people all along 
through history. Joseph being an elderly 
man was thoroughly acquainted with the 
history of God’s people. 

On reaching Bethlehem, we imagine 
Joseph made arrangements for their 
night’s lodging. There were no wires or 
long distant phones that they could phone 
or telegram ahead and make reservation. 
So many peop'e had reached the place be- 
fore they arrived until the inn at that 
place was crowded to its capacity, and it 
is said by those who thoroughly under- 
stand the plan by which they constructed 
their homes and hotels, that there was a 
place made for the travellers’ stock in the 
basement. On being informed that there 
was no room in the inn, Joseph insisted 
on some place, perhaps explaining the 
condition of his wife, and they gave him 
a place in the manger, and there we have 
the account of the birth of our Savior. 

No doubt, in my mind, this was all or- 
dained by the Lord Himself. If you will 
read the prophecies of the Old Testa- 
ment you can see that every detail of 
this birth was prophecied. After they had 


retired there in the manger on the bed 
of hay another strange occurrence took 
place. The shepherds were in the fields 
keeping watch over their flocks by night. 
This is a semi-tropical country and on ac- 
count of the wild animals that were so 
destructive to sheep in that country, the 
owners of the herds kept a nightwatch. 
While these shepherds lay on the hillside 
watching the flock a great light shone 
round about them. We picture them as 
they quickly arise and with amazement 
look upon this glorious scene. All at once 
the angels burst forth in songs of praise. 
I imagine this was a glorious choir that 
sang these heavenly anthems. After they 
had finished the glorious songs of peace 
on earth, good will towards men, an an- 
gel made the glorious announcment and 
said, “There is born in the city of David 
a Savior which is Christ the Lord.” 


After this announcement and _ the 
heavenly messengers had returned to their 
place in glory, the shepherds said, “Now 
let us go and sce this child.” They 
searched the place and found Jesus with 
His mother in the manger, and it is said 
they worshipped Him. 


It seems to me that with all the won- 
derful revelations that God has_ given 
concerning the birth of Jesus, there 
would be no excuse for any one to dis- 
believe or reject this wonderful Savior. 


“When Jesus was born in Bethlehem of 
Judea,” Matt, 2:1. The birth of Christ is 
unique. In respect to the Babe who was 
born that glorious night, there is no other 
event like it recorded in the history of 
man. With all the great reformers who 
are mentioned in history, none had such 
a miraculous birth as the Christ of Cal- 
vary, the Babe having a unique mission, 
a mission of redemption which was held 
in the purpose of God from the begin- 
ning, or at least from the fall of man. 
Such a child with such a mission surelv 
would be desired of all nations. The home 
of the prophets and poets who interpreted 
the Word had need of just such a child, 
coming with just such marks of unique- 
ness at just such a time in the history of 
the world. Such a child could not have 
come otherwise and have met the require- 
ments of faith or imagination. We can- 
not explain the mystery, yet we know 
that it is true from the way God so wit- 
nessed by the light in the firmament, the 
singing of the angels, and the announce- 
ment telling the shepherds to go now and 
see. All the prophecies concerning this 
child were so completely fulfilled in His 


birth that there is no excuse for any un- 
belief or doubt concerning His origin. 
BETHLEHEM 

Matt. 2:6. “And thou Bethlehem, in 
the land of Juda, art not the least among 
the princes of Juda: for out of thee shail 
come a Governor, that shall rule my peo- 
ple Israel.” 

Bethlehem is quite a noted place. It is 
said in history that Salma, the son of Cal- 
eb, is described as the father of Bethlehem. 
In Gen, 35:19 it is recorded that Rachel 
was buried on the way to Ephrath, the 
same as Bethlehem. Traditions point out 
the site of Rachel’s zomb near where the 
road of Bethlehem leaves the main road. 
Ruth, the Moabitess who returned to 
Palestine with her mother-in-law, Naomi, 
one of the ancestresses of David, settled 
in Bethlehem with her second husband, 
Boaz. From Bethlehem you can view the 
mountains of Moab, Ruth’s native home. 
David himself was a son of Bethlehem. 
His father’s name was Jesse. To Bethle- 
hem came Samuel to anoint the successor 
to unworthy Saul. David went to and 
fro from Bethlehem to play in the pres- 
ence of Saul. 

THE WISE MEN 

“Behold there came wise men from the 
east to Jerusalem,” Matt, 2:1. The an- 
nouncement of the birth of Jesus was not 
only to Jews, but also to shepherds and 
Gentiles. The wise men from the East 
were said to be Nebes. From their sup- 
posed skill in astronomy the term was ap- 
plied unto them. They were sup- 
posed to be very devout and holy in 
character, While they did not possess a 
great degree of divine revelation in their 
modes of worship, it is true that at the 
time God had revealed to them through 
their occupation as astronomers that a 
wonderful event had taken place. And 
with rejoicing they arose and made their 
journey to Jerusalem. 

HEROD’S INQUIRY 


The gospei tells us that the arrival ot 
the wise men at Jerusalem threw Herod 
and his kingdom into a great excitement. 
Herod at once called a council of all the 
chief priests and scribes of the people 
that he might learn from them where 
the Messiah should be born. In reply they 
quoted to him the prophecy of Micah 
which had indicated Bethlehem as the 
site. Then Herod privately called the wise 
men and learned of them exactly what 
time the star appeared, and he sent them 
to Beth'ehem and said, “Go and search

Here is one at last who is doing, and 
has been doing all through the centuries, 
that which none other has attempted; 
namely, saving the soul of man from sin. 
Prior to His coming the best which could 
be done for sin-stricken humanity re- 
sulted in little more than ameliorated and 
improved moral and mental environment. 


Philosophy had been tried in her noblest 
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representatives—a Plato, an Aristotle, a 
Socrates—but philosophy could not touch 
the heart, conscience, motives, the inner 
springs from which proceed the issues of 
life and destiny. Not “the glory that was 
Greece’s, nor the grandeur that was 
Rome’s,” could bring to man the con- 
sciousness of sins forgiven, and of re- 
covered moral self-respect. Neither Ju- 
daism with its law, nor the mighty proph- 
ets of righteousness, could do more than 
discover and reveal sin, leaving man im- 
potent and helpless in the consciousness 
of its grip. “What the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, 
God, by sending his own Son in the like- 
ness of sinful flesh, and for sin, con- 
demned sin in the flesh.” He does not 
deal with symptoms, but strikes at the 
disease itself, He does not announce some 
little program of readjustment, rehabili- 
tation and artificial reconstruction of re- 
formation. “I have come that ye might 
have life, and have it more abun- 
dantly.”” He does not save by rules and 
props and regulations or statutory enact- 
ments, but by the law of the spirit of 
life in Christ Jesus. “He hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death.”

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Mysteries of the Bible that are Realities

We have come at this time to a very 
much-misunderstood subject, ““The Holy 
Ghost,” and we hope to be able to unfold 
the mystery to you in the light of the 
Bible. “For he that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue speaketh not unto men, 
but unto God: for no man understandeth 
him, howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries,” 1 Cor. 14:2. 


The mysterious speaking in tongues has 
caused a great deal of discussion in these 
days and especially among the so-called 
holiness movements. Let us see if we can 
find the origin of this strange manifes- 
tation. ‘For with stammering lips and 
another tongue will he speak to this peo- 
ple,” Isa. 28:11. Seemingly there must 
have been something mysterious about 
this for he said in the next verse, “Yet 
they would not hear.” It is just as neces- 
sary to hear and accept the Word of God 
today as it ever was at any time since 
God spoke this world into existence. 
“And they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance,” Acts 2:4. Beloved, this is where it 
began. Now if it is not for us today, tell 
me where it stopped? This was the most 
mysterious happening that had ever taken 
place in Jerusalem. Men of all ages have 
given their version of this incident. Some 
have tried to explain it away. Some have 
tried to go around it. Some have tried to 
go over it. But after all, it is a reality. 


As a proof that it was a mystery to 
those onlookers on that day, we _ read, 
“And they were all amazed, and were in 
doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this?” Acts 2:4. Who were these 
people? They were the ,eople whom Je- 
sus said had received His Word, and who 
had believed on Him, and He said they 
were not of this world. Also the people 
whom H¢z had taken to Bethany and gave 
that second blessing, where they received 
that joy He had prayed that they might 
have. Then we answer, They were people 
who were born again, and sanctified, but 
at Jerusalem had received the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost and were speaking in 
other tongues. 


Some try to tell us that these people 
were sanctified at Jerusalem. I just want 
to say here that there is not a reference in 
Cruden’s Concordance or in your Bible on 
sanctification that will refer you to any 
part of the second chapter of Acts. On 
that memorable day of Pentecost, the 
city was moved because of the mighty 
manifestations of God’s power and pres- 
ence, so much so that cloven tongues of 


fire were seen upon them and they de- 
clared, ‘““We do hear them speak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of God,” 
Acts 2:11. They were more honest and 
more truthful than many are today who 
even profess to be sanctified. But God 
had a man that desired to unfold to them 
the mystery, so he appealed to the word 
of the old prophet, reading like this, 
‘And it shall come to pass in the last days, 
saith God, I will pour out my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your daugh- 
ters shall prophesy, and your young men 
shall see visions, and your old men shall 


dream dreams, and on my servants and. 


on my handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit, and they shall 
prophesy,” Acts 2:17, 18. Peter here was 
quoting Joel 2:28, trying to unfold the 
mystery to them. 


What were these people doing when 
this took place? Jesus had given orders 
to tarry in Jerusalem until they were en- 
dued with power from on high, and they 
were praising and blessing God. Passing 
from here we visit the home of a very de- 
vout men, a man whose prayers God 
heard and answered. While praying he 
was instructed by an angel sent from God 
to send for Peter, a man who had the 
experience, who would be able to tell 
him and his house what they ought to do. 
Beloved, we do not need to fear of get- 
ting the wrong thing if we will go the 
right way. Cornelius was not afraid, Pet- 
er went. “While Peter spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them that 
heard the word, and they of the circum- 
cision which believed were astonished, as 
many as came with Peter, because that on 
the Gentiles also was poured. out the gift 
of the Holy Ghost. (How did they 
know?) For they heard them speak with 
tongues and magnify God,” Acts 10:44- 
46. Peter in the next verse began to make 
plans to baptize these who had received 
the Holy Ghost just like he had at Jeru- 
salem. The Holy Ghost is received this 
way today. Though to you this may be a 
mystery, praise God it is a reality. 


Paul on one occasion visited Ephesus 
and there met some disciples who, no 
doubt, were walking in all the light they 
had. He began to inquire about their 
spiritual condition and found that they 
had never yet received the good Holy 
Ghost. They were already disciples and 
had been baptized in water, but when 
Paul told them of Jesus then he bap- 
tized them and “laid his hands upon 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; 
and they spake with tongues, and proph- 
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esied,” Acts 19:6. 

On the day of Pentecost while they 
were praising and blessing God, they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. At the home of 
Cornelius, while sitting under the preach- 
ing of the gospel, they received the Holy 
Ghost. And at Ephesus when Paul laid 
his hands on them, they received the 
Holy Ghost. Many today profess to have 
received the Holy Ghost who never spoke 
in tongues but these did on every occas- 
ion, Why not you? This is a reality. 

Many times God spake in His own lan- 
guage to men and they understood Him. 
Jesus always spoke in His own language 
to those He met and they understood. So 
the Holy Ghost, being the third person 
of the Godhead, has a language and has 
always been able to make Himself under- 
stood to any nationality that will wel- 
come Him. 

Jesus, in His teachings, declared that 
it was expedient for Him to go away for 
as long as He was here the Holy Ghost 
would not come. This plainly shows Him 
to be a person. Again, He said, “I will 
pray the Father and he will send you an- 
other Comforter.” This shows that He is 
a person, and that He is coming for the 
purpose of being a Comforter. Are not 
your visitors much more comfort to you 
than if they could not talk? 

Though this may be a mystery to 
many, my friend, I would be very care- 
ful in saying that speaking in tongues is 
of the devil. Do you not know that God 
has set the gift of tongues in the church? 
But let us remember, there is a vast dif- 
ference in speaking as the Spirit gives ut- 
terance and using the gift. Let’s make a 
careful study of the teachings of Jesus. 
We hear Him saying, “But when the 
Comforter is come, whom I will send un- 
to you from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from _ the 
Father, he shall testify of me. And ye also 
shall bear witness, because ye have been 
with me from the beginning,” John 15: 
26, 27. Every person who has ever let 
the Holy Ghost come in and testify like 
Jesus said in this verse, has always been 
able to bear witness of His coming, with 
power, 

This is one of the signs that Jesus said 
would follow the believing child of God. 
Many are trying to dodge the issue but 
this is a REALITY. If we believe in cast- 
ing out devils (many can stir them up 
but few can cast them out), if we be- 
lieve in praying for the sick, why can 
not we believe in speaking in tongues? 
There are those who say it is useless and 
it hinders people from coming to our wor- 
ship. It is not useless. In 1 Cor. 14:4 
Paul says it edifies the speaker, and if in- 
terpreted will edify the listener. “Now 
concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, [

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Spiritual Inventory

EXT: Dan. 5:27, “TEKEL; Thou 

art weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting.” As we are approaching 
the ending of the old year and the begin- 
ning of the new, when the men of the 
world, who possess big and little enter- 
prises, are taking stock, thus assuring 
themselves of their financial standing, we 
are persuaded to believe that in the face 
of the cold facts, relative to the condi- 
tion of the times which plainly indicates 
the soon coming of Jesus, we as individu- 
al followers of the Lord, the righteous 
Judge, should prayerfully examine our- 
selves and see whether we still be in the 
faith or not. How easy it is to add to our 
lives something which God’s Word con- 
demns, perhaps unwittingly, but none the 
less detrimental to our Christian life. On 
the other hand, through the lack of 
prayer and spiritual zeal, we omit some 
things which tend to our Christian devel- 
opment, 


In Heb. 12:1 Paul says, “Let us lay 
aside every weight, and the sin which 
doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set before 
us.” If, after taking inventory, we find 
some weight in our Christian experience 
which is causing us to be unevenly bal- 
anced, let’s lay it aside and, forgetting 
the things which are behind, reach forth 
unto those things which are before, and 
enter the new year on an evenly balanced 
scale. How important it is that those who 
are called out to do service for God be so 
evenly balanced and in line with God’s 
Word that the ministry be not blamed. 


Just a few things which no doubt we 
have all observed. (1) Conformity to the 
world in dress. I have had people to ex- 
press themselves to me thus: “I surely 
would like for certain parties to conduct 
a revival, but their mode of worldly 
dressing would hurt their influence 
among the people.” Here we need to add 
the weight of admonition given in 1 
Tim. 2:9, 10. “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and sobriety; 
not with broided hair, or gold, or pearls, 
or costly array; But (which becometh 
women professing godliness) with good 
works.”” We may pray, preach, testify and 
sing, unctionized by the Holy Ghost, but 
if we allow ourselves to be unevenly bal- 
anced on this line it will hurt our in- 
fluence. 

(2) Failure to bridle the unruly mem- 
ber, the tongue. I have heard some work- 
ers ably deliver the Word of God and 
step out of the pulpit and kill their mes- 





sage with their tongue. Beloved, this 


ought not so to be. 

(3) Familiarity with opposite sex. 
Having been reared in the fair southland, 
I can truthfully say in the time I spent 
there, up until sixteen years ago, there 
Was a vast contrast on this line between 
the southern and the northern people. 
Possibly it is not so now, since the spirit 
of the lasr days are prevalent in the land. 
Oh, how we need to guard our influence 
along this line. Though our hearts and 
minds are pure, our influence can _ be 
sadiy blighted. 

In 2 Peter 1:8 we find seven graces 
which should adorn our Christian life, 
and Peter says, “For if these things be in 
you, and abound, they make you that ye 
shall neither be barren nor unfruitful in 
the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
In these are embodied the essence of the 
manifold qualifications of a well balanced, 
Christian character. These are to be per- 
sonaily added and practiced, thus portray- 


ing to the world a practical Christian 
life. 
If we are lacking in our spiritual 


weight, let’s enter the new year with the 
resolution that we will endeavor to so 
live that when we come before God, these 
words may not pierce our ears, “Thou 
art weighed in the balances and art found 
wanting.”

oe 7:21-23, “Not every one 
that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but 
he that doeth the will of my Father 
which is in heaven. Many will say to me 
in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
prophesied in thy name? and in thy name 
' have cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? And then 
will I profess unto them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work ini- 
quity.” 
Every kindred and tribe and tongue of 
the earth has some kind of religion. Yes, 
there are many different kinds of relig- 
ion in the world today. Prov. 16:25, 
There is a way that seemeth right unto 
a man, but the end thereof are the ways 
of death.” There is only one religion that 
gets the soul into right relationship with 
God and that is coming the Bible way, 
God’s way, to the plan of salvation. 
Jesus said, “Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter into the 
kingdom of heaven.” I believe He had in 
mind the false teachers, false worshippers, 
who pray long prayers to be heard of man 
and offer sacrifices and expect to be heard 
for their much speaking, Matt. 6:27. Yes, 
and expect to be saved for their much 
doing, visiting the sick and doing good 
deeds. Some will pray unheard prayers 
and offer unavailing sacrifices on use'ess 
altars, then at last will fail to enter into 
the kingdom and will miss heaven. It has 
been so from the beginning of human 
history and doubtless will be until the 
end of time. 
Gen. 4:3-5, “And in process of time it 
came to pass, that Cain brought of the 
fruit of the ground an offering unto the 
Lord. And Abel, he also brou-ht of the 
firstlings of his flock and of the fax 
thereof. And the Lord had respect unto 
. Abel and to his offering: But unto Cain 
and to his offering he had not respect.” 
See there was some essential difference be- 
tween the two worshippers and their of- 
ferings. It was just for God to accept the 
one and reject the other. Oh, the great 
importance of doing the will of our 
‘Father in Heaven. 

Let us notice the first progressive step 
in doing the will of God. Repent. Real 
Bible repentance. This is the first step to 
a pure religion. John the Baptist’s min- 
istry began with the text, “Repent for 
the kingdom of heaven is at hand.” Jesus 
began His ministry with the same mes- 
sage, “Repent.” Paul, the apostle 
preached the same. He stood on Mar’s 
Hill in Athens and said, “God command- 
eth all men everywhere to repent.” Peter 


preached at Pentecost the same. 

What is repentance? It is breaking with 
sin, giving up sin, making restitutions, 
giving up the world, going out of the 
sinning business. Even Isaiah taught this 
hundreds of years before Jesus came, 
“Let the wicked forsake his ways, the un- 
righteous man his thoughts.” Then after 
Jesus came, He told the woman they 
brought to Him condemned, to go and sin 
no more. A real Bible salvation begins 
with forsaking all sin. A sinning religion 
is the devil’s religion and they who prac- 
tice it will surely land in hell. They will 
never enter the kingdom. 

Matt. 7:15, “Beware of false prophets, 
which come to you in sheep’s clothing, 
but inwardiy they are ravening wolves.” 
I’m glad we shall know them by their 
fruits. Paul said in his letter to Timothy, 
that in the last days they would have a 
form of godliness, but deny the power 
thereof. From such turn away. 

The next step in doing the will of God 
is faith. Without faith, we cannot please 
God. Acts 16:31, ‘Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved.” 
Sincere repentance puts the sinner on be- 
lieving grounds, where saving faith is 
possible, John 3:16. Believe, believe. Hav- 
ing faith in Jesus is the command of God. 
Obedience to this command brings the 
b essings; He pardons his sins, removes 
the penalty, restores him to divine favor 
with Him and treats him as if he had 
never sinned in his life. Glory to God! 

The next step in doing the will of 
God, is “even your sanctification.” The 
Standard Dictionary, I believe, says sanc- 
tification is the gracious work of the 
Ho!y Ghost whereby the believer is freed 
from sin. Webster says it means to fre: 
from sin; purify, to make sacred or holy. 
It is a work done by God and not by man. 
Sanctification is a second definite work of 
grace wrought in the heart by an appli- 
cation of the blood of Jesus. It makes us 
Loly and this experience never can be ob- 
tained by growing into it. It is a cleans- 
ing of the soul and gives us a pure heart 
to see God, 1 Thess, 4:3, 7. God hath 
not called us unto uncleanness, but un- 
to holiness. II Tim. 2:21, “If a man there- 
fore purge himself from these, he shall be 
a vessel unto honour, sanctified, and meet 
for the master’s use, and prepared unto 
every good work.” 

God has not created us in this world to 
defile our temple or vessel with unclean- 
ness, lasciviousness, adultery, fornication, 
envying, murder, drunkenness, revelling 
and such like, but He has created us for 
His glory. It is God’s will for us to bz 
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sanctified and work for Him. Paul said 
the Lord would prepare us unto every 
good work: We have a large field in 
which to work for our Goa’ and His 
church, I often wonder at those who sit 
around with folded hands and say, “I 
have nothing to do, no place to go.” Are 
you doing God’s will? 

Oh, there is so much to be done for the 
Lord, many different departments of the 
church we can work for. There are the 
iittle orphan children, our children, to 
support.

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God’s Gift of Light

EXT: “As long as I am in the world, 
I am the light of the world,’ John 
F335. 


It was at a time when the world sat 
in darkness, Luke 1:79; when men 
groped like blind men, as if they had no 
eyes; they stumbled “at noonday as in 
the night,” Isa. 59:10; a time when priest 
and prophet were out of the way; they 
were accustomed to erring in vision‘and 
in judgment, so that there was no place 
clean, Isa. 28:7. Therefore, judgment was 
turned backward, justice stood afar off, 
for truth was fallen in the street and 
equity could not enter, Isa. 59:14. The 
Nazarites of Zion had fallen. The voice of 
the prophets had been stilled for a period 
of four hundred years, during which time 
men had wandered far from God, and 
strayed in forbidden paths. The nation of 
Israel was both spiritually and politically 
bankrupt through vice and corruption. 
Jews and Gentiles had gone out of the 
way. “There is none that doeth good, 
no, not one,” Rom. 3:12. And God said, 
“Your sacrifices and offerings I cannot, 
I am weary to bear them.” Because there- 
fore, of the weakness and: unprofitable- 
ness of the first covenant, in that it made 
nothing perfect, God finding fault with 
it, had no pleasures in it. He taketh away 
the first, that He may establish the sec- 
ond. To accomplish this, there must be 
a change in both the law and the priest- 
hood. It was at this point of divine pro- 
gram, that Christ said, ‘‘Lo, 1 come to do 
thy will, O God,” Ps. 40:6; Heb. 10:5-7, 
Wherefore when He cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice thou wouldst 
not, but a body thou hast prepared me. 


EARTHLY MANIFESTATION 


When God sent Christ Jesus into the 
world to be the light of the world, He 
did not send us a code of human ethics, 
pseudo-sciences; neither a man schooled 
in ultra-democratic philosophies. He sent 
us the “light of Life,” John 1:9. That He 
might bear our sins, He was begotten of 
the Spirit, and born of woman. Thus He 
took not on Him the nature of angels, but 
He took on Him the seed of Abraham. 
The design here is both loving and logi- 
cal. Love seeks to bear the whole demerit, 
by dying in man’s stead. That He might 
die in man’s stead, in that they were par- 
takers of flesh and blood, “he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; that 
through death, he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil. 
Wherefore in all things it behooved him 
to be made like unto his brethren,” Heb. 


2:14, 17. And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after death the 
judgment, so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto them 
that look for Him shall He appear the 
second time without sin unto salvation. 
He came into the world to loose man 
from his sins, by paying the price of his 
ransom, with His own blood; that man 
being washed from his sins might be thus 
loosed from them. His first appearance 
was to put away sins by the sacrifice of 
Himself, His second coming and all other 
promises made unto mankind are supple- 
mental to the purpose of His manifesta- 
tion and birth. Things spiritually and 
politically demanded a renewing and a 
better hope. It was, therefore, in keeping 
with divine purpose that Christ should be 
born at the time of 


THE REFORMATION 


To reform the citizenship of all man- 
kind, God terminated the pedagogy of 
Israel under the law; that He might 
bring unto them, along with the Gentiles, 
some further hope and blessings contained 
in the promises made unto Abraham. The 
gospel alone could bring about a fulfill- 
ment of such promises. The fulness of 
time was come, when Christ was mani- 
fested and declared to be the Son of God 
with power, according to the Spirit of 
holiness, Rom. 1:4. In that the law was 
weak through the flesh, Rom. 8:3, it 
could not accomplish the divine will and 
purpose of God. Therefore, the time had 
come for God to reform or set things 
right. The seed had come unto whom the 
promise was made, therefore, God ter- 
minated the law and started international 
reform, through substitution of Christ’: 
righteousness for all; for which cause 
and purpose the prociamation of the gos- 
pel was given. The birth and manifesta- 
tion of Christ was in keeping with Old 
Testament covenants. The world was 
politically ready for such a reform as 
God anticipated through the gospel of 
the cross. The coming of Christ at such 
a time was expedient and necessary to ex- 
press and reveal the will of God toward 
us, 


OUR CHRISTMAS 


Consists not in what we are able to 
give unto others in memory of the gift 
of God, or the birth of Christ as Lord and 
Savior. Neither does it consist in what 
we may reccive only as congenial loveli- 
ness of the gospel demands it. Rather it 
consists, in its truest sense, in receiving 
God’s love gift that we may through Him 
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obtain eternal life. 

God’s gift of Jesus Christ as Savior de- 
mands that we receive Him in order that 
we may have the peace of God bestowed 
upon us and possess it in our hearts. It 
was expressly fitting that angels should 
sing at His birth, “On earth peace, and 
good will toward men,” Luke 2:15. Had 
not the prophet announced and so named 
Him as Prince of Peace, Isa. 9:6? The en- 
mity of the carnal mind against God, in 
that it was not subject unto the will of 
God, could alone be reconciled Godward 
by it being renewed into a peaceful state 
and understanding with God, by a trans- 
forming from worldly dominion and con- 
formity. Therefore, Christ as Prince of 
Peace negotiated the terms of peace be- 
tween God and man and reconciled us by 
His own blood. His will ever stood as in- 
comprehensive and foreign unto us until 
Christ came to interpret it in human 
terms and language. The “good will of 
God toward men” was unknown and un- 
applicable in human affairs until Christ 
came to lead the way back home to God. 

OUR HOPE 

During a day of beggarly human ef- 
forts, summarized by human philosophies 
of par-excellence, labeled higher learning 
and culture, we may all, as we behold the 
world waxing worse, deceiving and being 
deceived by villain and gullible, political 
science, and domestic union of scarlet 
sins in our institutions of learning, worn 
threadbare with deceit and dishonesty in 
purpose and application of principle; ex- 
claim, “This man shall be our hope.” 
What has the world with all of its learn- 
ing to offer a dying soul for the gospel 
of peace and hope? What instructor of 
mechanical science, what physician of re- 
pute, be it whatsoever it may, what pro- 
fessor of our many and_ diversified 
sciences can stand by the bedside of a dy- 
ing man and offer him a lasting hope and 
peace in such an hour? Or who can pin 
to his side his degrees of learning and ex- 
claim, These be my passports to the eter- 
nal, invisible world; to life everlasting, to 
glory and rest? We answer, No one. 
There is but One to light the pathway. 
There is but One who has conquered 
man’s greatest enemy—death. There is 
but one who can acclaim authority over 
death and Hades; i. e., Christ. To this end 
was He born. Unto Him all saints may 
well cry: “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 
To whom He answers: “Behold, I come 
quickly.” As man’s salvation depended 
upon His first coming; even so does the 
peace of earth and the well being of soci- 
ety demand His return and depend upon 
His second coming. He is still the Light 
and Hope of the world.

diligently for the young child; and when 
ye have found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worship him also. 
When they had heard the king, they de- 
parted; and, lo, the star, which they saw 
in the east, went before them, till it 
came and stood over where the young 
child was. When they saw the star, they 
rejoiced with exceeding great joy,” Matt. 

2:8-10. 

So much and no more are we told of 
the star of the wise men. It is sufficient 
to prove that their revelation was from 
God, What sort of a star it was that led 
the wise men and what they learned from 
it was not explained in detail. Some have 
commented on this revelation and tried to 
make it appear that these astronomers 
could tell from the study of the stars ex- 


actly what time and at what place 
Christ was born, but it seems that 
these men were divinely inspired 
by the appearance of the strange 


and different star from what they had 
been accustomed to seeing, and I believe 
the Spirit of God prompted them, and 
caused them to make the journey to Je- 
rusalem, Arriving in Jerusalem they could 
conceive of no better idea than to call at 
the chief ruler’s mansion. No doubt they 
thought this child would be born in a 
king’s palace, but we gather from the 
Bible that when they made the trip to 
the king’s mansion they lost sight of the 
star. 

After Herod’s unholy treachery and 
the plan he devised in his wicked heart 
they were bidden to go and search for 
the child. The star reappeared and led 
them direct to the very spot where the 
young child was. These men kneeling 
around the precious Babe opened their 
treasures and gave Him gifts of gold 
frankincense, and myrrh. No doubt this 
costly perfume and gold were very valua- 
ble and possibly many years of accumu- 
lation from these precious men _ were 
placed at the feet of Mary the mother of 
Jesus. 

The only thing we have concerning this 
star was that it was a guide to these anx- 
ious hearts, and brought them safely to 
the place where they could see the pre- 
cious Savior. It is true of us today that 
the Holy Ghost will guide us into all 
truth and we can be able to arrive at jusc 
and righteous conclusions and truths and 
thoroughly understand the Word of God 
concerning us. 

It was not through the explanation of 
the virgin or any natural learning that 
the wise men understood the meaning of 
the star. But it was the Spirit of God re- 
vealing to them His plan and purpose, 
and it makes the revelation concerning 
the birth of Christ of great force. The 
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very suggestion that by means like this 
God’s purpose would be made known, 
shows that those who suggest it are ac- 
tuated by the Spirit and power of God. 
In spite of Herod’s request when the 
wise men saw Jesus and had worshipped 
Him, in place of returning to the king 
and giving their report, they returned an- 
other way. 


CHRISTMAS 


The name meaning Christ Mass is ap- 
plied to the festival commemorating the 
birth of Christ, celebrated on December 
25th. The exact date of the birth of 
Christ is unknown. It was not until the 
third century that His birth was cele- 
brated to any extent, nor was there any 
general agreement regarding the date on 
which it should be celebrated. There was 
a time when January 6th was held dear 
to some of the cults, however, December 
25th was commonly chosen in the fourth 
century; first, in the West and a little 
later in the East. There is quite a lot of 
criticism offered among the more devout 
worshippers attributing the Christmas to 
Catholic origin. I feel that this is un- 
warranted from the viewpoint that this 
should be a day when all Christians should 
rejoice in the birth of our Savior, and 
thereby show our appreciation of Christ 
the Redeemer. I haven’t words to express 
my great appreciation for One so precious 
and so dear, One who can lift the bur- 
dens and make glad the heart and turn 
mourning into joy. From the study of 
the subject I can find no better time or 
more suitable day of the year to celebrate 
His birth than December 25th. 


Theaters in the Roman Empire were 
ordered closed on Christmas as early as 
400, but the day did not become a legal 
holiday until 534. In Germany a Yule 
feast held at the winter solstice, had been 
celebrated in the pre-Christian times, and 
many customs of the earlier festivals 
were transferred to the Christmas holiday. 
They kept this celebration by singing 
songs, Christmas carols, giving presents, 
and much ceremony was attached to the 
celebration. The Christmas tree is be- 
lieved to have originated in the ceremon- 
ial use of the palm tree in the worship of 
the Egyptian goddess and this is why some 
so seriously object to the Christmas tree, 
claiming that it was of heathen origin. To 
say the least of it, many devout people 
feel that we should not practice the cus- 
tom of those who engage in such modes 
when they were not inspired by the ‘Spirit 
ot God. The Christmas stocking comes 
from an Italian practice. They taught 
their children that a fairy would visit 
their homes and fill their stockings. All 
these customs were handed down to us by 
the people who lived long, long ago. But 
I feel that at this time we should at least 
put forth an effort to make others happy. 
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We should give presents to those who 
are worthy and to our friends, to let them 
know that we love and appreciate them. 
And it is in response to God’s gift to the 
world. “God so loved the world that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him, should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” 

Words would fail me to express my 
appreciation to my friends all along thru 
life, and especially the Church of God 
people who have helped me in my public 
life and have said so many good things to 
encourage me. It is a light to my path- 
way now, when the shadows are length- 
ening and life is passing, just to know 
that these friends, tried and true, are still 
praying for me, and then to feel the 
smiles of approval of Christ and that 
blessed uplift of the Holy Spirit is worth 
all the sacrifice that it costs any one.
